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DELINQUENT ALDERMEN.

Tax delinquencies of some of our committing
magistrates have not yot hecen remedied, and,
anless some serious offort is made by tho
courts to compel them to do their duty, the
probability is that things will go on in the
old-fashioned way for some time to come,
I'he alderman have been reprimanded by the
judges, but some aldermen do nnt appear Lo
regard a rn.\prlmnnd s amonunbing to much.
They have been cautioned about their sworn
duh;‘ but cautions have not availed to bring
all of them up to the strict line of that duty.
Their intelligence as men has been appealed
ta. but some of them are not as intelligent as
they might Le. And. finally, they Iuwn_- bizen
threatened with prosecution in the ecriminal
courts, and yet threats have not sufliced to
induce them to remember the trifling faot
that aman is innooent until be is proven
guilty, and that a man who is neensed of any
transgroession of the law is not thereby de.
prived of all his rights as a man and a
citizen.

Yesterday & number of these delinguent
officials wero summoned before Judge Braw-
ster, presiding over the Court of Quarter Ses-
sions, and required by him to give some ac-
count of their shortcomings. The complaint
against them was the old complaint that per-
sons had been thrown into prison by them,
in default of bail, to answer some irivial
charge, and that no return of the cases hu.d
been made to the Distriet Attorney, as is
required by law. In two or three cases, it |
was found that somebody or other had been
stupid, and that the aldermen were not to
blame. As a matter of course, the magistrates
in these cases were told todepartin peace, In
other oases, the aldermen failed to respond to
the demand for their presence in court, and
the proper process for compelling their at-

tendance was accordingly issued, DBut in
two cases at least the most calpa-
ble nogligence Was shown to

exist, and tL. magistrates had nothing to say
in response except the reiteration of the piti-
ful plea of mistake or forgetfulness, In one
of these, the alderman ncknowledged that he
had committed a man to the County Prison as
long ago as the fifteenth of July, and had |
been so thoroughly persuaded in his own |
mind that he had made the proper return, that |
if the Assistant District Attorney had not
called his attention to the affair by sending
Bor the transcript, he probably wonld never
have done amnything about it. Andyet he
“did npot think it was neglect or forgetful-
ness on his part, but simply a mistake!”™ An- |
other alderman, when asked what he had to 1
say about a committal made by him on the |
thirtieth of July, of which there had been no
return, could only confess that his memory
was 80 utterly unrelinble and his business
habits so loose that he had neglected il

through forgetfulness, |
J‘udgﬂ Brewster repeated to these two de- |

linquents almost the very words he has used
previously, telling them they were more at
fault than the alleged criminals whom they
bad illegally restrained of their liberty: that
they had impeded the action of the District
Attorney, and drawn upon him the nnmerited
censure of the public; that they had enused
the Court to be acensed of a want of zeal:
that they had incommoded the jurors; in
short, assured them that they were elearly in
the wrong, and that if a stop were not pat to
their carelessness, it would be necessary for
the court to bind some of them over to
answer for their delingquencies before a jury.
If Judge Brewster had gone ons step further,
and simply ordered the twain to take their
places in the prisoners’ dock, he would not
have done anything out of the way, and his
action in the matter would have raceived the

ungualified endorsement of all rveasonable
citizens.
Complaints come cvery day from the

County Prison that it is overorowded to such '

an extent that no attempt can be made to
carry out the regulations which the Bourd of
Inspectors have made for the confinement of
the prisoners; and every grand jury that goes
over the list of committals ignores fully one-
half of the bills presented to it, becanse the
charges are of the most trivial character
and frequently prompted by the malice of the
prosecutor alone., And yet some of
aldermen persist in aggravating both these
abuses by sending miserable and friendless
wretches below, without maeking a pretense of
complying with the slight formalities of law
which ave required to bring the cases before
the courts, One or two examples would have
a salutary effect by way of remedying this
last (llﬂ'u:nll.\‘, and would likewise be caleu.
lated to do away to an appreciable extent
with[the present practice of sending people to
Moyamensing on ridieulous malicions
charges.
